BERLIN, June 1.—Several hun- 
dred counter revolutionists have beon 
executed by the soviet authorities in 
Southern Russia and Georgia in the 
last two weeks, according to dis- 
patches in the German newspapers. 
These executions are accepted os an 
indication of a new flaring up of the 
spirit of revolt against the sovict 
Government, especially in those parts 
that are distant from Moscow. 

In Georgia alone the red troops 
shot 340 persons convicted of plot- 
ting against the soviet Government. 
Other reports received by the Ost x- 
press, the cBrlin agency which dis- 
tributed Russia news, are that 41 new 
white Russian arm yis being formes 
in Bulgaria and Rumania under the 
leadership of officers who servei in 
the Wrangel and Denikine armies.
